COLD IN SIGHT 
New Frigid Wave Moving 


on St. Louis F rom North- 
west — Weather Hurts 
Downtown Business; 


Eggs, Vegetables Higher. 


St. Louisans who have been hop- 
ing for an early break in the cold 
weather took a one-two punch from 
the Weather Bureau today. 
In its regular morning forecast, 
the bureau predicted temperatures 
of zero to 5 below for tonight, 
then revised the forecast a short 
time later to read 10 below, with 
continued cold tomorrow. The re- 
vision, it was explained, was to 
take account of a new cold wave 


last 24 hours, and in parts of North 
Dakota the mercury stood at 25 
degrees below zero. The new cold 
wave is expected to réach here by 
morning, for a stay f as yet un- 
determined duration. 

At 6 o’clock this morning the 
temperature was 4 below at St. 
Joseph, Mo., 3 below at Macon and 
2 below at Kansas City. In St. 
Louis, the mercury, which usually 
rises in the forenoon, fell from 11 
above at 6 o’clock to 6 above at 
10 o’clock and rose cnly to 8 de- 
grees at noon. 


WPA Men and Stores Hit. 


The prospect for continued cold 
weather was a cheerless one for 
the 11,000 WPA workers employed 
on outside projects who have been 
unable o work since last month. 
It also was bad news for down- 
town merchants and housewives 
who have been trying to keep the 
food budget in line. 
Downtown department store 
sales, which had been expected to 
show an increase this month of 10 
to 15 per cent above last January’s 
levels, barely have been holding 
their own, it was said by one store 
executive. Icy streets and side- 
walks which have kept automobiles 
in garages and made pedestrians 
loath to venture out have reduced 
shopping activities appreciably. , 
Showing of spring fashions, 
usually begun at about this time, 
has been postponed. Many more 
shoppers than usual have been 
placing telephone orders, 


chief effect on food prices has 
been in the case of eggs, which 
have advanced about 6 cents a 
dozen since the cold spell began 
last month. Grades which were 
sold in groceries for 33 and 34 cents 
a dozen last month now are priced 
at 40 cents. Farmers report that 
their hens virtually have stopped 
laying, and some grocers have had 
difficulty obtaining a supply. 
Since the cold spell has affected 
almost all of the nation, including 
even Southern states, it also result- 
ed in increased prices for fresh veg- 
etables. 
The weather has damaged many 
Southern crops and the wholesale 
price of some vegetables such as 
cabbage and broccoli has been in- 
creased $1 a crate, one grocer told 
the Post-Dispatch. 

Ice Jam at Chester. 
One effect of the low tempera- 
tures has been formation of an ice 
jam in the Mississippi River at 
Chester, IIL, about miles south 
of St. Louis. The river there is 
frozen so solidly that automobiles 
have been driven across. 
The ice has held back water and 
the river stage at St. Louis has 
risen from —6.1 feet to —1.2 feet 
in eight days. The office of the 
United States district engineer is 
watching the situation to.guard 
against damage to boats moored 
along the river banks when the 
jam breaks.

Baker’s Career in Iowa. 
Baker, living in Iowa until three 
years ago, was Farmer-Labor party 
nominee for Governor in 1932, and 
in 1936 he ran in the primary for 
the Republican nomination for 
United States Senator. He estab- 
lished a cancer hospital at Musca- 
tine in 1929, and was prosecuted 
there for practicing medicine with- 
out a license. The Iowa Supreme 
Court decided against him in 1936, 
and fines of $1050 and a one-day 
jail sentence were affirmed. 
Removing to Arkansas in 1937, 
he located in Eureka Springs, and,

“Under the Locarno treaty,” said 
Chamberlain, “our Government un- 
dertook to come to the immediate 
assistance of Belgium in the event 
of unprovoked active aggression by 
Germany. 

“This undertaking has been re- 
affirmed in the agreement drawn 
up in London in March, 1936, in the 
Anglo-French declaration of 1937 
and in the statement made by the 
Government to the King of the Bel- 
gians by our Ambassador in Brus- 
sels on Aug. 27 last.” 

Chamberlain added that the ques- 
tion of how the guarantees could 
be implemented if the need arose 
was receiving the full attention of 
the Government, which he said 
must retain the right to decide 
what constituted aggression or 
threatened attack.

BERLIN, Jan. 24 (AP).—Nazis 
consider the British-American dis- 
pute over searching and censorship 
of mails to be similar to the 1914- 
1915 coolness between the two coun- 
tries and they intend to draw every 
possible advantage from it.

Law on Vacancies. 

Section 9588 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, part of the so-called charter

Judge Quashes One, Indi- 
rectly Referring to Pres- 
sure by Gov. Stark on 
Members of Grand Jury. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. Jan. 24 
(AP).—Three remaining indiet- 
ments charging W. W. Graves, 
County Prosecutor, with neglect of 
duty were dismissed by Judge Ma- 
rion D. Waltner in Circuit Court 


yesterday. 

The dismissals leave Graves still 
facing an ouster suit filed in the 
State Supreme Court last summer 


by Attorney-General McKittrick. 
It also alleges neglect of official 
duty. The taking of testimony in 
that case is scheduled to start next 
Monday before a Supreme Court 
Commissioner. 

Graves, who had backing of the 
Pendergast Democratic machine, 
was freed in the Circuit Court cases 
when Judge Waltner sustained a 
defense motion to quash one in- 
dictment on the ground of improp- 
er conduct by some members of 
the indicting grand jury. The oth- 
er two were dismissed by Olliver 
W. Nolen, Assistant State Attorney- 
General. 

Witnesses Reverse Testimony. 

Two of the indictments were 
based on the same general set of 
facts, and alleged Graves corrupt- 


commenting on the dismissal of 


ly refused to take action against a 


night club where liquor was sold 
in violation of State law. The in- 
dictment stated Graves had visit- 
ed the place and was aware of the 


alleged violations, Nolen dismissed 

the charges in those indictments 

because, he said, two witnesses had 
reversed previous testimony. 

The indictment quashed by the 
Court charged the Prosecutor 
failed to invoke the law against 
five other places which were al- 
leged to have operated in violation 
of liquor and gambling laws. 

John G. Madden, counsel for 
Graves, had introduced depositions 
by Roy Noon and W. O. Barton, 
Stark investigators, that they were 
no longer able to identify Graves 
as the man they saw in a night 
club where liquor was being sold on 
Sunday. 

Noon testified he and other in- 
vestigators had not worked with 
the Attorney-General’s staff be- 
cause “Stark didn’t trust the At- 
torney-General’s office.” 

_“We were told not even to testify 
in the grand jury room if repre- 
sentatives of the Attorney-General 
were present,” Noon said. 


Another indictment on which 
Graves faced trial was thrown out 
of court last Saturday. It also 
charged Graves corruptly refused 
to perform the duties of office by 
prosecuting Charles Gargotta on a 
charge of assault with attempt to 
kill former Sheriff Thomas Bash. 

That case was continued through 
27 terms of Circuit Court and fi- 
nally dismissed after a jury failed 
to agree on a verdict. Gargotta 
later was re-indicted. He is serv- 
ing a three-year prison term on 
his plea of guilty as charged. 


Judge Gives Reason. 


In sustaining the motion to quash 
the indictment, Judge Waltner said 
“my action is based on the miscon- 
duct of certain members of the 
grand jury. It is clear to me that 
outside influence on the jury was 
strong.” 

Madden stated in his motion that 
Gov. Stark and certain of his inves- 
tigators had tampered with the 
jury in its investigation. 

While the jury was in session, 
Madden said, certain members were 
taken “clandestinely by night to 
the office of the Governor.” Gov. 
Stark has denied he acted improp- 
erly in connection with the grand 
jury. 

In another courtroom the Gover- 
nor was accused yesterday of per- 
mitting lax liquor law enforcement 
in St. Louis and Jackson County. 
The attack came during a hearing 
before Leo H. Johnson, special Su- 
preme Court Commissioner, on an 
ouster action against Sheriff James 
L. Williams, who was elected by 
the machine.

Edgar Ansel Mowrer, who covers 
the French part of the European 
war for the Post-Dispatch and the 
Chicago Daily News, has gone back 
to the Thirty Years’ War of the 
‘seventeenth century in an effort 
to find a parallel for the present 
conflict. 

In St. Louis for a_ series of 
ispeeches, he told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: “I went up to Northwest- 
pede University the other day, got 
their Cambridge History, and start- 
ed looking up the Thirty Years’ 
| War. I wondered how people could 
fight that long. Of course, they 
sat around their camps for years 
and didn't do any fighting, just 
Uke they're doing in Europe now. 

“I found one real parallel, though. 
The Thirty Years’ War started as 
a conflict of ideologies. By the 
end they’d forgot what they were 
fighting about. That hasn't hap- 
pened in this war yet, but it may.“ 

Phony War No Longer. 

Commenting on the inactivity 
on the Western front, Mowrer re- 
marked that the present war 
seemed “phony” to the French peo- 

le also, until it struck home in 
some direct way. He told the story 
about the people in a French vil- 
lage who made light of the war 
until the station master's son hap- 
pened to be one of the few un- 
| lucky ones to be killed on the 
Maginot line. Now it’s a serious 
matter for them. 

There's really no enthusiasm on 
the Allied side,” he said. They're 
going about it much the same way 
as if they were tackling a cholera 
epidemic. It’s a bad thing and 
T let it get too big on them 
and now they’ve got a job to be 
done.” 

Mowrer said he thought the oust- 


ing of Leslie Hore-Belisha as War 
Minister in England had “nothing 
to do with anti-Semitism” but rath- 
er with “his reluctance to send a 


huge British army to France.” 

“The French have come around to 
the notion,” he added, “that just 
as many British should be killed 
in this war as French. They don’t 
believe any more in the principle 
that money means as much as 
human sacrifice.” 

50-50 On Spring Offensive. 

Mowrer would not commit him- 
self on the chances of a German 
offensive on the Western front in 
the spring, adding that military au- 
thorities were divided about 50 
50“ in their guesses. 

It’s hard to say,” he commented, 
“whether the Germans will go 
through Holland and Belgium. If 
the Allies were like the Nazis, they 
could have won the war in six 
weeks. But they don’t have the 
Nazis’ light touch in dealing with 
people in small countries. The trou- 
ble with the Allies is that they don’t 
have any place to fight.” 

Mowrer, who won the Pulitzer 
Prize for foreign correspondents in 
1932 for a series of articles on Ger- 
many, was to talk before the 
Cathedral Luncheon Club at noon, 
on radio station KSD at 5:15 p. m., 
and before the Brotherhood of 
Temple Israel at 8:15 p. m. at the 
temple, Kingshighway and Wash- 
ington boulevard. 

His brother, Paul Scott Mowrer, 
editor of the Chicago Daily News, 
was also in St. Louis today, having 
addressed a small discussion group 
at the Coronado Hotel last night. 
Paul Scott Mowrer is the father of 
Richard Mowrer, who reports in 


the Daily News and Post-Dispatch 
on happenings in Eastern Europe.

The club that wins the game will 
get McCoy, 21, an infielder by trade, 
and McCoy probably will get close 
to $40,000 and a five-figure contract 
for the 1940 season.

So now McCoy sits by a newly- 
installed telephone in his Grand- 
ville (Mich.) home and carries on 
negotiations with would-be em- 
ployers. The commissioner ruled 
mone of the free agents could sign 
with any club until 15 days after 
his ruling, so McCoy and all the 
ethers have at least until Sunday 
to decide. 

But after Sunday McCoy can 
hook up with any major league 
club except Detroit, the Chicago 
Cubs or St. Louis Browns. Landis’ 
edict banned Detroit from nego- 
tiating with any of its former play- 
ers and barred the Cubs and 
Browns because they meddled“ 
with McCoy before he was made & 
free agent. 

Connie Mack, manager of the 
Philadelphia Athletics, said yester- 
day he wanted and needed McCoy 
so badly that he would top any 
other offer. Pittsburgh was re- 
ported as offeriing MeCoy $35,000 
to sign, about $5000 more than was 
offered by the New York Giants, 
Washington Senators and Brooklyn 
Dodgers. 

Mack’s high estimate of McCoy 
was shown by the fact he made a 
trade with Detroit, giving the Tig- 
ers Wally Moses for the rookie and 
Pitcher George Coffman. Landis’ 
order annulled the deal.

McCoy informed the Chicago 
White Sox yesterday that he 
wanted in the neighborhood of $40,- 
000 to sign and a three-year con- 
tract at $10,000 per season. 

Last year was his first with De- 
troit. He played 55 games at sec- 
ond base when Charley Gehringer 
was injured, batting .302, scoring 
38 runs and getting 58 hits for 86 
bases.

Churchill Is Consistent in Warning to 
Neutrals but Record of Allies on, This

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24. 
INSTON CHURCHILL’S 
threatening advice to the neu- 
trals to trust the Allies—to 
join them or die—is consistent with 
every word he has said as an indi- 
vidual since 1918. Zut when he be- 
comes the voice of the British Gov- 
ernment, the ~ecord isn’t so good. 
At Versailles, he opposed such 
harshness as led to the ruin of 
Vienna by divorce of the city from 
its natural trade territory and the 
remaking of the map of Europe on 
visionary and impossible racial di- 
visions without regard to economic 
common sense. Therefore, it was 
O. K. for him to say: “Let the great 
cities of Warsaw, of Prague, of 
Vienna, banish despair.” 
Mr. Churchill could, with good 
countenance, hold out that hope to 
Vienna. But the British Govern- 
ment couldn't. It proposed or con- 
sented to the economic emascula- 
tion of Vienna and the prevention 
of some kind of customs union 
among Germanic and mutually de- 
pendent peoples which could have 
prevented Mr. Hitler's anschluss 
and possibly this war.

It was thoroughly kosher for Mr. 
Churchill, as an individual, in his 
appeal to Warsaw and Prague to 
say: “If at any time Britain and 
France, wearying of the struggle, 
were to make a shameful peace, 
nothing would remain for the small- 
er states of Europe but to be di- 
vided between the opposite, though 
similar, barbarisms of Nazidom and 
Bolshevism. But how could any 
spokesman of France or Mr, Neville 
Chamberlain have had the nerve 
to say that? 

France, in spite of solemn treaty 
obligations to the small nations of 
the “cordon sanitaire” which she 
had negotiated to “ring Germany 
with a wall of steel,” tossed both 
Prague and Warsaw to the wolves 
and Mr. Chamberlain gave the 
Prague sacrifice his blessing to se- 
cure “peace for our times.” 

That may have’ been necessary, 
but, in the sense in which Mr. 
Churchill now speaks, it was a 
“shameful peace” in which both 
Britain and France participated.

Sympathy, Not Planes. 


Finland .acted in exact accord 
with Mr. Churchill’s plea. She 
held the pass at Thermopylae. Mr. 
Churchill smothers her with sym- 
pathy and crowns her with bay 
leaves. But we have yet to hear 
of England or France declaring 
war on Russia or sending Finland 
a couple of hundred war planes 
and an army corps. We only hear 
about what heels we are because 
we, haven’t sold her arms on tick. 


These examples can’t be very en- 
couraging to the small neutrals 
not to “feed the crocodiles,” to 
rely on the support of Britain and 
France and to join battle against 
German threats and violence. Up 
to now, if the crocodiles got a 
meal it was because the Allies fed 
them the neutrals to “appease” 
their appetites. 

As a student of military affairs, 
I agree with the main idea of Mr. 
Churchill’s speech — Scandinavia 
(including Denmark), Belgium, Fin- 
land, The Netherlands and Switz- 
erland are all on the spot with 
Britain and France. If these West- 
ern nations joined that alliance, 
the outcome of the war would be 
certain, Hitler would he stopped: 
Italy’s course would be compelled. 
If they don’t join, they at least 
risk being picked off in detail. 

Mr. Churchill is right. He has 
been right since the sowing of the 
seeds of all these troubles. But, 
as it seems to me, while it is none 
of our business, his argument 
would, be more persuasive to his 
beleaguered and bedeviled audi- 
ence of small neutrals, if he and 
not Mr. Chamberlain were Prime 
Minister of England. 

For us the lesson is clear. George 
Washington laid it down. There 
are no dependable alliances in in- 
ternational affairs based on sweet- 
ness and light, but only on hard- 
boiled mutuality of interest. 


MUSSOLINI'S PAPER BLAMES

Says Delay Caused by Halting 
Orazio Was Fatal“; 52 Persons 
Unaccounted For. 

ROME, Jan. 24 (AP).—II Popolo 
D’Italia, Premier Mussolini’s Milan 
newspaper, today published a 
Genoa dispatch blaming the French 
for the loss of life aboard the Ital- 
ian liner Orazio because the French 
navy halted the ship four hours to 
remove 12 German passengers. 

The dispatch called the delay fa- 
tal,” asserting that otherwise the 
Orazio “would have been able to 
reach Barcelona and save all her 
passengers.”

T first I was inclined to doubt 
Aire story of the old man who

The wagons had been gone about 
an hour when the soldiers, who 
were eating their lunch in the vil- 
lage before burning it down, saw 
the old man trudging back down 
the road, and they said to each 
other that they must be kind to 
this old fool, who probably would 
ask them not to burn his house be- 
cause after all it was a poor house 
and would do the Russians no good. 
The old man began as they had 
thought. He said his house stood 
apart from the others, but ex- 
plained that he had come back to 
make very sure that it was burned, 
as it had been burned by his grand- 
father before him and his grand- 
father’s father before that, at other 
times when the Russians came, but

- DEMOCRACY AT WORK. .. 

A vote of thanks to Barl Browder may be in order. 
The man has put our American democtacy to a con- 
clusive test, in one of its proudest commitments. 
And democracy has come through with colors flying. 

Americans do not make a practice of boasting 
about their equality before the law, but every. now 
and then something occurs to make us realize what a 
priceless possession it is. The trial of Earl Brow- 
der is in point. He was charged, in an indictment, 
with use of a passport obtained by a false state- 
ment. Under our Constitution, he had to be so 
charged before he could be brought to trial. And 
again, under our Constitution, as written in the 
sixth article of the 10 amendments comprising our 
Bill of Rights, “the accused shall enjoy the right 
to a speedy and public trial by an impartial 
jury, . .. to be informed of the nature and cause 
of the accusation, to be confronted with the wit- 
nesses against him, to have compulsory process for 
obtaining witnesses in his favor, and to have the 
assistance of counsel for his defense.” 

Those are the rights guaranteed the accused, 
whoever or whatever he is. As it happens, Earl 
Browder is a Communist. That also is his right. 
Just what Browder, or anyone else, means when he 
says he is a Communist we do not know. The only 
country where Communism is avowedly accepted 18 
Russia. Browder prefers Russian Communism to 
American democracy as a form of government. Even 
so, when brought to trial, he enjoyed every right 
specified in the Constitution. Had he been a Liberty 
Leaguer, a Nazi, a Fascist, a Christian Fronter, the 
same measure of right—no more, no less—would 
have been his. 

And that is American democracy in action, de- 
mocracy in the clear, cold daylight of living per- 
formance. A little more than a month ago, the 
genius of democracy was similarly illustrated in the 
case of Fritz Kuhn, a cheap, bombastic figure, pro- 
fessionally engaged in preaching Nazi-ism, an unin- 
formed nuisance whose activities were permitted 
under the tolerance of democracy which he stupidly 
and offensively abused. Yet Kuhn was tried on the 
charge of larceny, not for his Nazi-ism, just as 
Browder has been tried, not for his Communistic be- 
lief, but for his illegal use of a passport fraudulently 
procured. 

Is democracy too tolerant? The clownish antics of 
a Fritz Kuhn are beneath serious consideration, but 


the Earl Browders of supposedly superior quality} 


and the Father Coughlins of polemic talent are in 
a different category. In his latest utterance, the ra- 
dio priest has aligned himself with a movement com- 
mitted to the overthrow of our Government by 
force and violence. And Browder’s swift conversion 
from admiration to contemptuous criticism of the 
Roosevelt administration, following the Hitler- 
Stalin pact, establishes the fact that the secretary 


of the American Communist party, its candidate 
for President, gets his policies from Moscow. 
| May such political aliens be accorded that free- 
dom of speech that trespasses close to treason? 
Sincere citizens, perplexed and baffled by these 
‘troubled times, may be beset by doubts, but their 
faith will be refreshed and restored by contemplat- 
ing the ghastly horror of conditions where intoler- 
ance rules unabashed and unrestrained. A Browder 
babbling his dissent in Russia would be disposed of 
by a firing squad; the headsman’s ax or a concen- 
tration camp would remove a Coughlin from Nazi- 
dom. But democracy can make no compromise with 
tyranny and survive. The protagonists of ugly, fal- 
lacious isms are temporary phenomena, provoca- 
tively trying, that will pass. Liberty, as charted in 
our Bill of Rights, is democracy’s breath of life, the 
cornerstone of our entire institutional structure. 
Democracy is tolerance. In that sign we have con- 
quered. Abandon it and we perish.

Will 
their honor be redeemed, or will the notorious Sec- 
ond Louisiana Purchase stand? ~

Henry Gerling for that. 
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MORE GOOD NEWS FROM CITY HALL. 

With the third quarter of the city’s fiscal year 
at an end, it seems safe to say that there has been 
a definite reversal of the trend toward an ever larger 
and larger municipal deficit. 

For the third time in nine months, it was possible 
for Comptroller Nolte to report an increase in rev- 
enues and a decrease in expenditures, amounting, at 
the end of the third quarter, to $1,318,006 and $544,- 
958, respectively. Together, they represent a sub- 
stantial part of the 33,332,581 deficit with which St. 
Louis began its fiscal year last April. 

With a total of $19,683,646 appropriated for the 
full year and with only $14,534,286 expended so far, 
it seems highly probable that the city will be able to 
keep expenditures for the next three months with- 
in the budgetary limit. And as receipts already are 
more than $1,000,000 in excess of -what they were 
during the corresponding three quarters of last year, 
a sharp reduction in the deficit seems assured. A 
few more years like the current one will see it 
wiped out altogether. 

However, the prospect would be even more re- 
assuring if the present satisfying state of affairs 
were based even more on municipal retrenchment 
than on increased revenues. 
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A college professor says another ice age is headed 
this way, but it won’t get here for thousands of 
years—too late to be of any help at all to our third- 
term chorus boys. 
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ANOTHER LESSON FOR THE MACHINE. 

The State Supreme Court stripped the last ves- 
tige of legality from the Pendergast machine’s tech- 
nique of collecting tribute from Kansas City employes 
yesterday when it refused to uphold the so-called 
“voluntary leave of absence” system. 

This device, perfected by former City Manager 
H. F. McElroy, forced policemen, firemen and other 
municipal workers to apply for periodic “leaves 
of absence” during which they actually remained on 
duty, but without compensation. Commissioner Lau- 
rence M. Hyde, who wrote the opinion, declared that 
these “leaves” were nothing less than “lugs”—Kan- 
sas City’s favorite term for enforced contributions 
to political funds. 

Therefore, he ruled, the city must pay to a former 
fireman $1025, deducted from his pay by this de- 
vice from 1932 to 1937. And, by implication, he 
held that the city also must reimburse all others 
victimized in this way. Thus almost $4,000,000 was 
suddenly added to the city’s liabilities. agi 

There is a certain rough justice in the fact that 
the machine that benefited by this device is still in 
power and must now cope with the problem of 
restitution, For Kansas City’s municipal employes, 
this decision is the guarantee of a new freedom: 
for the Pendergast gang, it is one more lesson that

MERICANS might as well make up 
Aer minds to it, that the old idea of a 

high protection, which was merely so- 
cialistic subsidizing of various industries, is 
impossible in the world economy as it stands 
today. Some tariff? Tes, but not log- 
rolling high tariffs, not, the Hawley-Smoot 
Act. One of the things that brought about 
the depression was the Hawley-Smoot Act 
of 1930, 

The Gazette said so at the top of its lungs 
before the Hawley-Smoot law was finally 
formulated, while it was passing and after 
it had become a law. That tariff law was 
an offense against economic stability not 
only in the United States but all over the 
world. It is one of the sad, terrible com- 
mentaries on the present Democratic admin- 
istration that it has neglected so ‘long to 
revise the Hawley-Smoot tariff law. 

The principle of reciprocal tariff to undo 
and offset the Hawley-Smoot tariff is en- 
tirely defensible upon the theory of our 
nattonal economy. Of course, in any Con- 
gressman’s district he can take counsel of 
his fears and vote against this tariff by, 
scaring his constituents to death about the 
damage it will do to their local special in- 
dustries. 

For instance, take cattle: The increase of 
the per cent of total imports of cattle—say 
44 per cent—is frightening. But that 44 per 
cent increase is only 8 per cent of the cattle 
,inspected and probably about 5 per cent 
of the beef actually consumed in the United 
States. That is a small per cent. It has 
not seriously affected the average annual 
price of cattle. 


We are fundamentally in disagreement 
with Gov, Ratner and the Kansas Congress- 
men and Senators who opposed these Hull 
treaties. For these treaties surely strength- 
en our national economy. They certainly 
bring in more business and more money to 
the country than they take out. Unless we 
see our national economy as a whole and 
national prosperity as a unit, we never 
can recover. We can’t recover by patch- 
ing up a hole here and plugging a hole 
there in our economy. We cannot recover 
unless we plan recovery on a nation-wide 
scale, 

If, for instance, the farmers of. Kansas 
are scared of these treaties because of what 
they will do to’the farmer, the Kansas 
farmer should remember that the farmer 
will never be prosperous until the nation as 
a whole has prospered also. These treaties 
certainly do work for national prosperity. 
If, when the treaties are in force, it is 
found that the farmers are bearing too 
much of the burden, which may easily be 
true, then subsidize the farmers directly.

OSEPH B. McCULLAGH, the great &. 

Louis editor, once declared that a good 
editor was one who knew where hell would 
break out next and had a reporter at the 
spot. Frederic William Wile, in his 4% 
page autobiography, “News Is Where You 
Find It” (Bobbs-Merrill Co., Indianapolis), 
gives the eye-witness account of a reporter 
who saw hell breaking out in Chicago, Lor 
don, Berlin, Paris and Washington over & 
period of 40 years. ; 

Wile worked under such famous editors 
as Victor Lawson of the Chicago Daily 
News, Lord Northcliffe of the London Daily 
Mail, Adolph Ochs of the New York Times, 
Cyrus H. K. Curtis of the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger and Theodore W. Noyes of 
the Washington Star, but the initiative for 
being at the spot was mostly his own. 

Wile, now an editorial writer and column 
ist on the Washington Star, is a born jour 
nalist. As a child, in La Porte, Ind, be 
wrote out the “Wile Evening Journal,” whieh 
told the doings of the household. As a sth 
dent at Notre Dame, he was on the weekly 
Scholastic. His first real newspaper work 
was with Lawson’s Chicago Record.

At the request of Edward Price Bell ot 
the Record, Wile was sent to London to de 
Bell’s assistant. Then began his long Euro- 
pean experience, which included such events 
as the Boer War, the death of Queen Vic 
toria, Germany’s preparations for the World 
War, the war itself and finally the so-called 
peace conference and the trips of Pres- 
dent Wilson. While in Berlin, Wile wrote 
a special dispatch to the London Daily Mail 
which caught the eye of Northcliffe, wh?

notes from his diary relating to the tens 


days of July and August, 1914. Wile 
with the Kaiser at Kiel when the shot was 
fired at Sarajevo; he saw Bethmann-Holk 
weg slip from the royal palace with the 
war mobilization order in his hand, and be 
was arrested as a spy on Aug. 4.

SNOW DRIVES HUNGRY BIRDS 
TO SHAW GARDEN ARBORETUM 


Red Cedar Berries at Gray Sum- 
mit Provide Abundant, if Un- 
balanced Diet. 

The persistent snow blanket has 
multiplied bird life in the 1600-acre 
Shaw’s Garden Arboretum at Gray 
Summit, where natural preserves 
and cedar groves offer unusual 
food supply, Edgar Anderson, the 
garden’s geneticist, said today. 

Two or three times as many rob- 
ins and bluebirds as in December 
were noted by Prof. Anderson’s 
weekly ski trip along the Meramec 
River bluffs, he reported. They 
were feeding on the abundant ber- 
ries of the common red cedar or 
Virginia juniper, perhaps “not on 2 
balanced diet, but quite content,” 
he remarked. 

Robins and bluebirds always win- 
ter in the area, he explained, but 
not in such numbers. He observed 
also a few purple finches and some 
red-bellied woodpeckers, not unus- 
ual in some St. Louis suburbs, but 
not previously noted at the arbore- 
tum. Quail, suffering in some un- 
protected areas, seemed to be find- 
ing food in the lower meadows, 
where snow had “tented” over the 
marsh grass so they could feed un- 
derneath.

Foundation Head Says Con- 
certs by Juvenile Wonders 
Are ‘Uncivilized.’ 


CHICAGO, Jan. 24 (AP).—De- 
scribing concert performances by 
child prodigies as “uncivilized and 
insulting to intelligent audiences,”

TO GET TRADE PACT 


Tokyo’ $ SPF Hears) 


That New Treaty Can Be 


Based Only on Change 
of Far East Policy. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24 (AP).— 
The United States sidestepped yes- 
terday a Japanese request for a 
temporary commercial arrangement 
and told Japan that future com- 
mercial relations would depend on 
developments in the Far East. 


With the Japanese-American 
eommercial treaty expiring Friday, 
Ambassador Kensuke Horinouchi 
was told by A. A. Berle, Assistant 
Secretary of State, in effect, that 
a new commercial treaty could be 


based only on a Japanese change of 


heart toward China and American 
rights there. 

Berle also informed Horinouchi 
that after Friday, Japanese mer- 
chants doing business here would 
be regarded as temporary alien vis- 
itors subject to the immigration 
law of 1924. At present they have 
the status of “treaty merchants” 
with many rights and privileges. 

The Ambassador called at the 
State Department to present three 
formal questions. He had an ap- 
pointment to see Secretary Hull, 
but Hull was at home suffering 
from a cold. 

He asked first whether, after 
Friday, there would be any change 
in import duties and tonnage rates. 
He was told that the expiration of 
the treaty did not of itself bring 
about any changes but that the 
American Government had re- 
peatedly made clear that future 
commercial relations would depend 
on developments. 

The Ambassador also inquired | 
about the possibility of an ex- 
change of notes between the two 
governments defining the status of 
their trade relations. He was told 
that this would have to be held 
open and presumably would form 
a part of the discussions which 
have been taking place in Tokyo 
between Ambassador Joseph C. 
Grew and the Japanese Foreign 
Office. President Roosevelt, asked 
at his press conference later about 
this point, replied tersely that he 
had nothing to say. 

The Ambassador also sought in- 
formation as to the status of Jap- 
anese merchants in the United 
States. 

He was told that aliens who 
cease to have the status of “treaty 
merchants” may qualify as visitors 
temporarily admitted for business 
or pleasure. 

Horinouchi said that he hoped 
for a continuance of trade relations 
after Friday as they existed before

House Committee of Need 
of Federal Aid.

Brooks of St. Louis, a member of 


told the House Roads Committee 
how the proposed law could en- 
able Missouri to extend Highway 
Traffic Relief U. S. 40 to the 
Municipal bridge’ across the Mis- 
sissippi. 

The “excessive condemnation” 
proposal, which as the indorsement 
of President Roosevelt, would per- 
mit the Federal Public Roads Ad 
ministration to buy, sell and lease 
lands adjacent to highways to help 
pay for the road construction and 
improvements, 

Brooks told the committee that 
if such a Federal law were con- 
stitutional and the States enacted 
similar legislation, Missouri offered 
a typical example of what might 
be done Highway Traffic Relief 
U. S. 40. ! . 

“This higaway,” Brooks said, ex- 
tends 31.9 miles from Wentzville, at 
the junction of routes 40 and 61 


land enters St. Louis at the south- 


west corner of Forest Park and con- 
tinues in an easterly direction ap- 
proximately to Vandeventer. and 
Chouteau avenues. This traffic re- 
lief road was proposed some 10 
years ago. 

“Owing to the amount of money 
required, links have been built in 
this chain as funds became avail- 
able for this section of the State. 
You understand, of course, that 
other sections of the State must 
get their fair share of highway 
funds and therefore, a concentra- 
tion of funds on such an impor- 
tant project should not be made at 
any one time. The project was de- 
signed to relieve the traffic on 
Clayton road, immediately west of 


the City of St. Louis, which is the 


most heavily traffic congested 
highway in the State of Missouri, 
having carried an estimated num- 
ber of motor cars of some 55,000 
in one day. 

“There has been expended to 
date $6,787,407.90 which has result- 
ed in the construction of this high- 
way from Wentzville, to the belt 
line round St. Louis, commonly 
known as Lindbergh boulevard, 
which is Route 66. Another part 
of this construction is from the 
west side of Forest Park to the 
vicinity of Vandeventer and Chou- 
teau avenues already pressing the 
eastern terminations of this ex- 
press highway. There remains that 
portion between, a distance of 
five and seven-tenths miles to be 
constructed. This is estimated to 
cost $5,650,000. Of this amount, at 
least three-quarters of a million 
dollars will be needed for the pur- 
chase of the necessary right of 
way for this divided lane road. 
“If funds were made available 
in some way to the State of Mis- 
souri or the City of St. Louis, or 
St. Louis County, for the acquisi- 
tion of this expensive right of way 
going through those sections where 
land values are high, this would 
very definitely shorten the time

The teacher seemed very 
much surprised and shocked, She 
took Janet by the hand and led 
her into the first grade room, 
where she told the other teacher 
and the entire roomful of older 
children just what Janet had 
done. 

“I remonstrated with the teach- 
er about publicizing a child’s mis- 


deeds, but she tells me that is the method they employ. Re- 
cently she took a little boy into the next room and publicly 
spanked him in front of the first grade children, Janet now 


hates school and her teacher. 


The latter informed me that 


none of the other little girls will play with Janet any more. 
Dr. Crane, do you think the teacher is right?”

DIAGNOSIS: We need to be unusually tolerant regarding 
the teachers in the early grades of school, for their task is 


exceeding difficult. They receive 35 or 40 youngsters 


who 


aren’t accustomed to the classroom restraints. Many of these 
children are typical little grandstanders and selfish egotists 
who have had no brothers or sisters at home, and who there- 
fore don’t even know how to play or share toys or co-operate 
in simple activities. Accordingly, we seldom dare believe in 
entirety the fond mammas report about her model child, for 
parents of a single youngster don’t encounter the full gamut 


of child psychology. 


It is more difficult to teach nowadays than it was a gen- 
eration ago, for our kindergartens are so full of “only” chil- 
dren. When people used to have larger families, their young- 
sters were taught social co-operation at home, for they had 
to learn how to get along with their brothers and sisters with 
a reasonable degree of success. But now they may seldom 
have contacted other youngsters until they enter kindergarten. 
The teachers are therefore compelled to assume a great share 
of the burden of socializing the youngsters. 5 
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IF YOU THX it is easy to conduct a kindergarten with 
35 children, you are sadly mistaken. A mother of three chil- 
dren is usually worn out by the end of the day. Multiply her 
problems by 10, and you obtain some idea of the teacher’s 
nerve-wracking task. I don’t wish to give the impression that 
all teachers are perfect, however, in their knowledge of child 
psychology. We have good teachers and poor teachers. Some 
of them lack a sense of humor, so they make mountains out 
of molehills. A few dabs of water color paint on the face of 
Janet’s classmate is not a heinous crime. 

True, it must not be ignored, for that would invite repeti- 
tion of the naughty deed. But the punishment should not be 
comparable to a public execution, nor should a child be open- 
ly shamed and humiliated until she feels she has the mark of 
Cain on her forehead. When punishment is administered, good 
teachers try to make the affair a private one. Send the child 
to the principal, if need be, or keep her in during recess or 
employ corporal punishment when indicated, but don’t stoop 
to the level of the old public executioner.

Here is a recipe for Valentine 
tarts that will serve four persons: 

The Shells: One and one-half 


cups flour, one-half teaspoon salt, 
one-half cup shortening, one-fourth 
cup cold water. : 

Mix and sift flour and salt. Cut 
into shortening with pastry blender. 
Add ice cold water a tablespoonful 
at a time. Roll on floured board, 
cut to fit inverted heart-shaped 
jelly molds. Bake in hot oven 
(450 degrees F.) for 20 minutes or 
until delicately browned. With 
cookie cutter, cut small hearts of 
the remaining pastry and bake 
three to five minutes, 

The Filling: One cup grape juice, 
one-half cup water, one-fourth cup 
raspberry’ juice (from can 
red raspberries), five tablespoons 
cornstarch, one cup sugar, pinch 
salt, one-half cup mashed red rasp- 
berries, 


Combine sugar, cornstarch, salt 


then sift. Thin with cold water. 
Add mashed raspberries. Heat rest 
of water and juices. Add cold corn- 
starch mixture slowly, stirring un- 
til thick. Cook 15 minutes. Cool. 
Pour into pastry shells, top with 
pastry hearts.

pK Could This Mean 
“One Who Boasts or Brags?” 
Because of its tremendous popu- 
larity in the United States, dating 
back to pre-Civil War days, poker 
is ‘apt to be considered a distinct- 
ively American pastime; the fact 
is that it is, if not of British, cer- 
tainly of European, and perhaps of 
Asiatic beginnings. 
The nearest relative of poker is 
the English card game called brag,

Now, it is quite possible that this 
old English game brag is a direct 
descendant of a similar German 
card game called pocher, from 
pochen, to knock or rap, and figur- 
atively, to boast. 

Also interesting in this connec- 
tion is that there is an old French 
hazard card game called poque or 
poke, whose name was applied by 
French settlers in North America 
to the similar Persian card game 
known as as nas, that was im- 
ported into the United States by 
way of New Orleans; in this game, 
whose French name was mispro- 
nounced by English settlers po-kay, 
corrupted to poker, the term poche 
signifying “pocket” has the special 
sense of “pool,” or pot. 

Concerning the origin of the 
name poker, therefore, the forego- 
ing and much other evidence con- 
stitute a plethora of riches which 
embarrass the searcher after defi- 
nite fact; so that all that can be 
said ig that the line of descent 
seems to have faded out in the 
shuffle; or else that the designa- 
tion is an evolution, the result of a 
variety of influences of etymology, 
time and place.

HAT are the causes of bad 
breath? 


(1) Decaying food particles in 
the mouth cavity. (2) Disease with- 
in the mouth cavity, i. e., decaying 
tooth, tonsil or pyorrhea, (3) Vol- 
atile substances which are absorbed 
from the stomach (garlic, onions) 
get into the blood stream, and which 
are excreted through the lungs; 
they may simply seep up from the 
stomach. (4) Nasal disease—ozena, 

A method has been described by 
research workers by which it is 
possible to determine both the in- 
tensity of odors and their source; 4s 
to whether they come from the 
lungs, the nose or the mouth. Cer- 
tain investigators believe that food 
particles play a relatively insignifi- 
cant part. It is true, however, that 
onion and garlic chewed but not 
swallowed, may be detected by 
chemical means from 60 to 72 hours 
after mastication. When garlic or 
onion is swallowed in capsule form 
(so that they leave no trace in the 
mouth), it can be detected for a 
considerably longer period. 

Early morning—i. e., waking — 
bad breath is probably due to noth- 
ing more than the stagnation of 
mouth fluids and desquamated epi- 


thelium in the mouth.

IS A MUSTARD poultice of any 
real virtue or is it simply super- 
stition? 


Two Japanese investigators, Hiro 
and Yamanda, impressed with the 
fact that mustard packs and mus- 
tard poultices had considerable 
therapeutic value, tried to find out 
whether this was due simply to the 
sense of heat and blood congestion 
that occurred. They took rabbits 
and shaved patches of hair so as to 
expose the skin and applied concen- 
trated mustard packs for five min- 
utes’ duration. They found that the 
white blood cells were increased by 
this procedure. 

It is known that the white blood 
cells have a favorable effect in com- 
batting ‘infection. In short, the 
mustard poultice of our grandmoth- 
ers is an effective agent for com- 
batting infection, not only because 
it creates comfort, but because it 


also stimulates the forces of im- 
munity.

I FOUND this statement in an 
article in a current magazine: “Hot 
pipe stems may bring on cancer of 
the lips and mineral oil used in tex- 
tile trades will cause cotton spin- 
ner’s cancer.” The article made me 
wonder if there is any evidence to 
show that the use of mineral oil as 
a laxative over a long period of 
time will cause cancer? 


Statements such as the one quot- 
ed make me particularly impatient, 
I do not think they have any place 
in a discussion of cancér for the 
general public. The duty of the 
health propagandist for the layman 
is certainly to avoid controversial 
subjects, especially those that arouse

cer is a local disease, and that when 
certain signs appear, if taken in 
time, cancer can be completely re- 
moved. The question of the rela- 
tion of cancer to irritation and 
chemical irritants is highly contro- 
versial. For every person who has 
a cancer of the lip and who has 
been using a hot pipe stem, there 
are thousands who have never had 
a pipe in their mouths, There is no 
evidence whatever that mineral oil 
as a laxative has ever caused can- 
cer, or, indeed, ever done any seri- 
ous harm of any kind.

The Child Who Steals

lieve that habitual stealing is 

a symptom of mental illness. This 
Ulness is sometimes inherent in 
the nervous system, or the glands 
of the unfortunate person. In some 
cases the weakness is set in the 
child’s system at birth and his en- 
vironment develops it. In other 
cases, I believe, the set is so strong 
in the beginning that environment, 
however fine, has no chance to 
strengthen the weak spot until it is 
eliminated. 

When vou find a child who, in 
spite of good teaching, good home 
environment, habitually steals what 
he wants and what he can have nq 
use for, you can be almost certain 
that you are dealing with mental 
illness or mental deficiency. I say 
almost because one never can be 
positive about a child’s or any hu- 
man being’s behavior as long as he 
lives. One can go only by experi- 
ence, personal and that of those 
of authority. 

Healthy children are more than 
likely, at one time or another, to 
experiment with a help-yourself 
idea. Usually this idea appears in 
the early years, first as the acquisi- 
tive instinct which drives children 
to collect odds and ends wherever 
they find them. A little later as 
the drive of the personal self to 
extend its power by adding things 
unto it. Still later, about the pre- 
adolescent age, we are likely to find 
children who pilfer money from 
the family purse. These mistakes 
can be corrected by sane training, 
patiently carried through the time 
of need. The other sort of stealing 
requires the attention of the skilled 
child specialist and the psychiatrist. 

Parents are likely to get into a 
panic when a child takes things 
that do not belong to him and 
dramatize this by severe punish- 
ment. The punishment should not 
be severe;. it should be certain, and 
I have found that a calm statement 
of the situation, a return of the 
article is quite as effective as ex-

One little boy who insisted upon 
taking his playmate’s things was

The specialists 
have to get to the root of the trou- 
ble, and often it is deeply hidden 
in the child’s mental self, set there 
by physical conditions that the 
child, and his guardians, had no 
control over, no knowledge of what- 
ever. 

Don't tell the world about this 
afflicted child. Don’t tell him he 
is a disgrace, a candidate for jail, 
and the like. Tell him he is mak- 
ing a very serious mistake that 
will cost him his life’s success and 
happiness. Assure him that you 
are going to try to help him get 
over his difficulty and try to enlist 
his help for himself. Even the 
skilled physician and psychiatrist 
can do little until ihe patient wishes 
deeply, to be cured. Then he has 
a good chance.
